BY AGREED DECREE

CASE IN COURT
FOUR YEARS

Department of Justice Officials,
It Is Understood, Decline to
Accept Proffer.

W.\le\GTO'\I. Nov. 5.—The Amerl-
can Surgan Nefining Company had
made another proposal to the depart-
ment of justice to end the govern-
ment antl-trust sult against it and to
settle the question ‘of its alleged mo-
nopoly of sugar production hy an
agreed decree such as recently was
made in the New Haven railroad civil
case.

Although department of justice of-
ficials declined to diecuss the proposal
it was understood here tonight that
James M. Beck, counsel the coin-
pany, made the proffer and that it was
declined. It was sald that the fact that
the cage is now in the courts and that
a decislon may be expected shortly
figured in the refusal. It is not known
here just how far the company was
willing to go in meeting the depart-
ment's demand’s, but it was under-
atood that it would not agrae to all
those set forth in the government's
prayer for a dissolution.

This is not the first time that ne-
gotiations have been set afoot to bring
thie case to an end with resort to the
long way through the federal courts.
About a year ago there was an effort
to bring about A compromise but it
proved unsuccessful just as the pres-
ent proposal.

The case agninst the alleged trust
wae begun about four years ago when
suit was filed under the Sherman act
in the federal court in New York city.
It was directed against the American
and other companies, thirty in all,
with an aggregate capital of $230,000,-
0000 and the alleged control of a large
part of the sum ontput. of tha coun-
try.

THIRD LEAGUE

Owners of American League for
Peace, But End to Baseball
Woar Is No Nearer.

(Ay Amsocinted Pn;-)

CHICAGO, Nov. H.—Club owners of
the American league here today put
themselves on record for peace, but
brouglit no nearer au end the haseball
wor. Rumors that overtures had been
mude to the Federals were denied.
The only discussion of the Federal
#ltuation lasted but half an hour. In
that time everyone of the eight clubs'
representatives declared for peace,
but it was the general opinfon that
peace can be reached only by absorp-

tion of the Federal league, not
through its recognition.
“There I8 yo room for a third

league,” they agreed, and the elimi-
natlon of competing clubs in Chica-
go, St. Louls and Brooklyn must be
included in any truce terms,

As lor the New York club, Frank
Farrell, its president, arrived just as
the meeting broke up, and declared
emphatically to newspaper men that
the Yankees are not for sale. It was
sald, too, the discussion of a propos-
ed transfer had teken place in the
meeting, but the desire of the league
for better conditions in New York
was admitted.

Except that some pf tiie cliibs had
ns many as forty men on their pay-
rolis and could not dispose of them
because of (ear of the Federal league,
there was no reason found to war-
rant reccgnition of the federals, the
club owners sald. Plansgfor distri-
butior of extra players among the
minor leagues in & way to assuré
they not being signed by the Federals
will be left te President Johnson and
miuor league owners at the Omaha
meseting.

Manager Mack, of the Philadelphia
club, refused to make a formal charge
against Manager Jenninge, of Detroit,
accused of giving out the news of
walvers being asked on Plank, Bend-
ar and Coombs. Mack sald he had
hurled the hatchet. The charge that
Manager Griffith, of Washington, had
informed tho Boston Braves of the
Athletics’ “weakness,” contributing to
‘he defeat of his own colleagues, was
not taken seriously.
